REQUEST FOR RECONSIDERATION/OTHER 

I I. M The request for reconsideration has been considered but does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 

Most of applicant's arguments are directed to the new limitations which are not being entered. Arguments addressed only to 
the combination of references are addressed below. Applicant argues that the plate of Maclntvre does not provide any slack 
prevention. Bv its location opposite the peel bar, the plate of Maclntvre would inherently act as a slack preventer. Applicant's 
argument that it merely defines the slit through which the web is adapted to pass is not persuasive as the majority of the 
apparatus of Maclntvre is open: there would be no need for the plate of Maclntvre if it did not provide a mechanical function 
including slack prevention. The examiner disputes applicant's assessment of the roller, 107 of Rieger. Roller, 107 cannot be a 
drive roller because it is not driven bv any source. As for roller. 107. being a guide roller, this definition does not preclude the 
roller from also preventing slack while it is guiding the web. As shown in Fig. 2 of Rieger. roller. 107. clearly acts on the web to 
prevent slack. In addition, the labels contact the roller along their path from the conveying mechanism. 14. to the peeling edge 
of peel plate. 100. .
